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W ith spring approaching and bettor driving 
weather 
ahead, the Supt. of the Missouri Highway Patrol warned mo­ 
torists today of traffic dangers on week end motor trips. 
Col. Hugh H. \V aggoner said 38 percent of the traffic 
deaths recorded in Missouri during 1958 occurred on Satur- 
davs and Sundays. 
Records of the Patrol show that Saturday was the most 
deadly day of the week last year <>n the streets and highways 
of the state. The Highway Patrol investigated 3118 traffic 
accidents in rural areas, of which 1 JO killed one or more peo­ 
ple. 
Sunday ranked second as the most dangerous day in rural 
areas with 2,920 accidents investigated. Death occurred In 
123 of the Sunday mishaps. 
On a state-uide basis, including city streets 
and 
rural 
roads. Saturday traffic deaths accounted for 23 percent of 
the total death toll in 1058. There were 075 people killed in gettin' the w orst 
traffic crashes last year in Missouri and 220 of the tragedies 
occurred on Saturday. 
The Sunday death toll on Missouri streets and highways 
made up 16 percent of the year's death toll, with 168 fatali­ 
ties recorded in traffic mishaps. 
There were only 4 Saturdays and 5 Sundays last year when 
a traffic death was not recorded somewhere in the state. 
The highest number of traffic deaths recorded on any one 
day last year occurred on Saturday, November 8, when the 
death toll reached 14 fatalities. There were 3 Saturdays last 
year when 9 traffic deaths were recorded and 10 Saturdays 
hau 7 t rat tic deaths each. July 6 was the most deadly Sun- 
da\ iast >ear, when 10 traffic deaths were recorded. Two 
Sundays in 1958 had 9 fatalities and one Sunday had 7 traffic 
deaths. 
The Supt. said weekend traffic in Missouri is heavy and 
can be dangerous unless drivers use extreme care. “We trust 
motoiitas will take notice of the tragic death toll last year on 
week-ends and improve their driving habits according!v,” he 
added.

Sloganeers of “economic growth" are treading on danger- 
oug ground in their attem pts to establish an arbitrary rate 
of business expansion as a national objective, Guaranty Trust 
Company of New ^ ork said today, 
“When economic growth becomes a slogan for proposals 
aimed at uninterrupted business boom,," the hank said in the 
March issue of its business anti economic review, The Guar­ 
anty Survey, “it becomes a menace to economic stability and 
economic freedom as well." 
Noting that the most popular objective among ‘economic 
growth enthusiasts” seems to be a growth rate of 5 per cent 
a year. Guaranty cautioned: 
"To them, economic growth is not merely a natural and 
desirable occurrence; it is a program. They' would set un a 
goal based upon theoretical calculations rather than practical 
experience, and in striving to achieve this goal they would 
make use of fiscal policy, monetary policy, and various forms 
of centralized planning.” 
Actually, the bank said, the rate of economic growth in a 
free society is determined by the relative propensity of indi­ 
viduals and business firms to spend, save and invest. 
“It is the net resultant of a complex set of powerful for­ 
ces, 
the Survey said. "It cannot be predetermined, and any 
plan to increase it by fiscal manipulations is simply a blue­ 
print for inflation." 
Guaranty said that its index of business activity rose at 
about 3.6 per cent a year during the 1947-57 period* but that 
it is questionable whether such a high rate could be main­ 
tained over a longer term.

This insures a top quality roof 
that is economical and *wiil give 
years of trouble-free service. A

advantage of 
asphalt, 


shingles on a small, low house 
is that a light color can be 
chosen for the roof.

3. Labor costs have gone up 
faster than material costs. A l­ 
though a 28-foot house needs 
more material than a 24-foot 
house, it needs little more labor. 
The Council points out that 
the most expensive house to 
build is one with a flat roof. Re­ 
search shows that at average, 
nation-wide costs of labor and 
materials it would cost $254 per 
10U square feet of floor area to 
build a house 24 feet wide with 
a flat roof.

ahead, the Supt. of the Missouri Highway Patrol warned mo­ 
torists today of traffic dangers on week end motor trips. 
Col. Hugh H. Waggoner said ‘IS percent of the traffic 
deaths recorded in Missouri during 1958 occurred on Satur­ 
days and Sundays. 
Records of the Patrol show that Saturday .was the most 
d e a d ly day of the week last year on the streets and highways 
of the state. The Highway Patrol investigated 9.118 traffic 
accidents in rural areas, of which 110 killed one or more peo­ 
ple. 
Sunday ranked second as the most dangerous day in rural 
areas with 2,920 accidents investigated. Death occurred in 
129 of the Sunday mishaps. 
On a state-wide basis, including city streets 
and 
rural 
roads, Saturday traffic deaths accounted fur 23 percent of 
the total death toll in 1958. There were 975 people killed in 
traffic crashes last year in Missouri and 220 of the tragedies 
occurred on Saturday. 
The Sunday death toll on Missouri streets and highways 
made up 16 percent of the year’s death toll, with 168 fatali­ 
ties recorded in traffic mishaps. 
There were only 4 Saturdays and 5 Sundays last year when 
a traffic death was not recorded somewhere in the state. 
The highest number of traffic deaths recorded on any one 
day last year occurred on Saturday, November 8, when the 
death toll reached 14 fatalities. There were 3 Saturdays last 
year when 9 traffic deaths were recorded and 10 Saturdays 
bad 7 traffic deaths each. July 6 was the most deadly Sun­ 
day last year, when 10 traffic deaths were recorded. Two 
Sundays in 1958 had 9 fatalities and one Sunday had 7 traffic 
deaths. 
The Supt. said weekend traffic in Missouri is heavy and 
can be dangerous unless drivers ust* extreme care. “We trust 
motoritss will take notice of the tragic death toll last year on 
week-ends and improve their driving habits accordingly,'” he 
added.

Sloganeers of “economic growth" are treading on danger­ 
ous ground in their a t t e m p t s to establish an arbitrary rate 
of business expansion as a national objective, Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York said today. 
“When economic growth becomes a slogan for proposals 
aimed at uninterrupted business boom,," the bank said in the 
March issue of its business anti economic review, The Guar­ 
anty Survey, “it becomes a menace to economic stability and 
economic freedom as well." 
Noting that the most popular objective among 4economic 
growth enthusiasts" seems to be a growth rate of 5 per cent 
a year. Guaranty cautioned: 
“To them, economic growth is not merely a natural and 
desirable occurrence; it is a program. They would set up a 
goal based upon theoretical calculations rather than practical 
experience, and in striving to achieve this goal they would 
make use of fiscal policy, monetary policy, and various forms 
of centralized planning.” 
Actually, the bank said, the rate of economic growth in a 
free society is determined by the relative propensity of indi­ 
viduals and business firms to spend, save and invest. 
“ It is the net resultant of a complex set of powerful for­ 
ces," the Survey said. “ It cannot be predetermined, and any 
plan to increase it by fiscal manipulations is simply a blue­ 
print for inflation." 
Guaranty said that its index of business activity rose at 
about 3.6 per cent a year during the 1947-57 period, but that 
it is questionable whether such a high rate could be main­ 
tained over a longer term. The postwar years, it was pointed 
out, were to some extent a “catching-up" period following the 
long depression of the 1930’s and the war-induced shortages 
of the early 1940s.

ahead, the Supt, of the Missouri Highway Patrol warned mo­ 
torists today of traffic dangers on week end motor trips. 
Col. Hugh H. Waggoner said 38 percent of the traffic 
deaths recorded in Missouri during 1958 occurred on Satur­ 
days and Sundays. 
Records of the Patrol abow that Saturday was the most 
deadly day of the week last year on the streets and highways 
of the state. The Highway Pat 
gated 3418 traffic 
accidents in rural areas, of which 140 killed one or more peo­ 
ple. 
Sunday ranked second as the most dangerous day in rural 
areas with 2,920 accidents investigated. Death occurred in 
123 of the Sunday mishaps. 
On a state-wide basis, including city streets and 
rural 
roads, Saturday traffic deaths accounted for 23 percent of 
the total death toll in 1958. There were 975 people killed in 
traffic crashes last year in Missouri and 220 of the tragedies 
occurred on Saturday. 
The Sunday death toll on Missouri streets and highways 
made up 16 percent of the year’s death toll, with 168 fatali­ 
ties recorded in traffic mishaps. 
There were only 4 Saturdays and 5 Sundays last year when 
a traffic death was not recorded somewhere in the state. 
The highest number of traffic deaths recorded on any one 
day last year occurred on Saturday, November 8, when the 
death toll reached 14 fatalities. There were 3 Saturdays last 
year when 9 traffic deaths were recorded and IO Saturdays 
had 7 traffic deaths each. July 6 was the most deadly Sun­ 
d a y last year, when IO traffic deaths were recorded. Two 
Sundays in 1958 had 9 fatalities and one Sunday had 7 traffic 
deaths. 
The Supt, said weekend traffic in Missouri is heavy and 
can be dangerous unless drivers use extreme care. “We trust 
motoritss will take notice of the tragic death toll last year on 
week-ends and improve their driving habits accordingly,” he 
added.

Sloganeers of “economic growth” are treading on danger­ 
ous ground in their attempts to establish an arbitrary rate 
of business expansion as a national objective, Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York said today. 
“When economic growth becomes a slogan for proposals 
aimed at uninterrupted business boom,,” the bank said in the 
March issue of its business and economic review. The Guar­ 
anty Survey, “it becomes a menace to economic stability and 
economic freedom as well.” 
Noting that the most popular objective among 'economic 
growth enthusiasts” seems to be a growth rate of 5 per cent 
a year. Guaranty cautioned: 
'T o them, economic growth is not merely a natural and 
desirable occurrence; It is a program. They would set up a 
goal based upon theoretical calculations rather than practical 
experience, and in striving to achieve this goal they would 
make use of fiscal policy, monetary policy, and various forms 
of centralized planning.”

“It cannot be predetermined, and any 
plan to increase it by fiscal manipulations is simply a blue­ 
print for inflation.” 
Guaranty said that Its index of business activity rose at 
about 3.6 per cent a year during the 1947-57 period, but that 
it is questionable whether such a high rate could be main­ 
tained over a longer term. The postwar years, it was pointed 
out, wore to some extent a “catching-up” period following the 
long depression of the 1930’s and the war-induced shortages 
of the early 1940s. 
“Experience so far suggests that 3 per cent is about as 
high an annual rate of grow th as can be reasonably expected 
over a long period, although any such answer must, of course, 
remain subject to revision in the light of future develop­ 
ments,” the bank noted.

DRIVE FOR HIGHER PRICES IN 
THE NAME OF FAIR TRADE. 
You may be forced to pay much 
higher retail prices by action of 
this Congress. There is a serious 
drive for the so-called fair trade 
bill which is a price-fixing m eas­ 
ure, By thus device the m anufac­ 
turers would be perm itted to set 
the retail sale value of their m er­ 
chandise and force 
compliance. 
According to fairly uniform esti­ 
m ates the price increases of con­ 
trolled merchandise would be close 
to 30 per cent. 
It strikes us that the tim e has 
come for consumers to talk cold 
turkey with their congressmen. Is 
your representative 
in Congress 
prepared to slap a big price in­ 
crease on you? Anyone is entitled 
to know. 
The current movement is an ef­ 
fort to set up a substitute for the 
form er state “ fair trade” laws. En 
couraged by an act of Congress, 
nearly all the states adopted offic­ 
ial price fixing. Missouri was one 
of the few that refused to go along. 
Strong political support for such 
laws 
was 
assembled 
by 
assoc­ 
iations of small m erchants who 
were fearful of competition ny 
chains and larger stores. 
Now the state laws have col­ 
lapsed before a series of adverse 
court decisions and competition by 
uncontrolled brands. State action 
was supported by a federal law. 
But the price fixing principle en­ 
countered sharp criticism in the 
Justice departm ent. Normally the 
federal government is critical of 
agreem ents in restraint of trade. 
This tim e the price-fixing groups 
propose much more drastic pro­ 
cedures that would enforce prices 
by federal law. Missourians who 
were saved by their 
Legislature 
from state price-fixing would have 
to pay under the new proposal. 
Such restraints of trade are di­ 
rectly opposed to American busi­ 
ness principles. Free competition 
is the life stream of free enter­ 
prise. Obviously it is difficult for 
a small drugstore to compete on a 
price basis with a big chain. But 
many 
sm all 
independent 
m er­ 
chants are succeeding. Generally 
the successes are good business­ 
men who know how to give per­ 
sonal service and make friends for 
their businesses. 
Small business people represent 
the kind of initiative and courage 
that built America. Certainly we 
hope they will continue to be an 
im portant part of the American 
economy. In many fields there are 
limits on the advantages of big­ 
ness. 
But it would be ridiculous to ig­ 
nore an inevitable trend toward 
big units in the American and 
world economy. Where it improves 
efficiency and cute costs the trend 
Is improving the American stand­ 
ard of living. But like it or not, it 
is here. 
F air trade laws don’t stop the 
progress toward bigger business. 
They simply deny the public’ the 
benefit* from large operations in 
the form 
of lower prices.

On Construction of H om e 


Roofer applies asphalt shingles in a light color to home with 
a roof pitch of 2 inches per foot of width. Builder of this home 
in a California development says the construction costs saved with 
this low-pitched roof enabled him to offer a high quality home 
for as much as 20 cents less per square foot than the same house 
would cost with a flat rbof. 


If you plan to build a home, 
you can save considerably on 
overall construction costs by 
careful selection of the roof 
style, says the University pf 
Illinois Small Homes Council. 
The Council’s research shows 
that the most economical roof 
has a 2-in-12 pitch—that is, a 
slope of two inches for every 
foot of width—on a house either 
28 or 40 feet wide. 
In its annual Short Course for 
Builders, the university research 
group explained that only a few 
years ago houses 24 feet wide 
with higher pitched roofs were 
the most economical to build. 
The 
main 
reasons 
this 
has 
changed are: 
1. Trusses with joints nailed 
and glued together are available 
today. These are less costly than 
the older method of joining 
members with bolts. 
2. Today asphalt shingles can 
be applied to roofs with slopes 
as low as two inches per foot. 
This insures a top quality roof 
that is economical and «uill give 
years of trouble-free service. A 
further advantage of asphalt 


shingles on a small, low house 
is that a light color can be 
chosen for the roof. This makes 
the house appear taller and 
larger. 
3. Labor costs have gone up 
faster than m aterial costs. Al­ 
though a 28-foot house needs 
more m aterial than a 24-foot 
house, it needs little more labor. 
The Council points out that 
the most expensive house to 
build is one with a flat roof. R e-j 
search shows that at average, 
nation-wide costs of labor and 
m aterials it would cost $254 per 
IOO square feet of floor area to 
build a house 24 feet wide with 
a flat roof. The same house with 
a 2-in-l2 roof would cost $234 
per IOO square feet. 
Similarly, a house 28 feet wide 
with a roof pitched at 2-in-12 
could be built for $228 per IOO 
square feet, while the same 
house with a flat roof would 
cost ”$242 per IOO square feet. 
A house 40 feet wide w ith a 
flat roof would cost $237 per 
IOO square feet, while the same 
house with a roof pitched 2-in-12 
could be built for $227 per IOO 
square feet.
